Brown, of that city, a man horn in 
this county and well 
known. 
The 
News says: 
Joseph F. Brown, age eighty-five, 
for mnay years transcript clerk in the 
office of the connty clerk and a pioneer 
citizen of 
Indianapolis, 
died at 1 
o’clock this afternoon at the home of 
James [0. Moflford, with whom 
he 
lived at 21 North State street. 
Senile 
dementia was the cause of death. 
Mr. 
Brown had been in feeble health ¡all 
w inter,¡hut did not become [seriously 
ill until a few weeks ago. 
His son 
Frank J. Brown, of Danville, 111., 
was at his bedside when lie died. 
Joseph F. Brown was born May 
7, 
1820, in Knsh county, near Milroy. 
He received his education at Hanover 
College. 
Shortly after leaving school 
in 1837 his brother, William J. Brown, 
then Secretary of State, appointed him 
deputy infcharge of the State library, 
the 
work being that of the State 
librarian, although there was then no 
such office. 
Mr. Brown was admitted to the bar 
at the age of twenty-one and took up 
the practice of law for a number of 
years. 
At his death he was the oldest 
member of the Marion county bar, 
with one exception. 
Ho served 
in 
several clerkships in the Indiana Gen­ 
eral Assembly near the time of coming 
of age. 
With the election of this brother to 
Congress Mr. Brown accepted a clerk­ 
ship in one of the government depart 
ments, serving in varions positions 
for several years. 
Ho afterward en­ 
gaged in husinees in Washington be­ 
coming president of the gas company 
which supplied that city. 
As a suc­ 
cessful business man he was made one 
of the commissioners for the District 
of Columbia. 
In later 
years, 
Mr. 
Brown retained an active interest in 
the affairs of the District of Columbia 
and the city of Washington. 
He was married at the time he lived 
at he national capital to Miss Virginia 
Singleton, daughter of Judge Single­ 
ton, of Winchester, Va. 
Of the six 
children born to them, all hut one, 
Frank Brown, of Danville, 111., are 
dead. 
On his return to Indianapolis in 
18 75 , Mr. Brown was appointed deputy 
by his ¡nephew, Austin H. Brown, 
county clerk. 
Ho took charge of the 
transcript department of the office on 
his birthday, May 7 th, and 
would 
have served thirty years continuously 
had he lived to reach his eighty-fifth 
anniversary. 
He was a friend of Abraham Lincoln, 
and was at his bedside when 
the 
martyred President died. 
He enjoyed 
the recital of the admirable qualities 
of Lincoln and conld tell stories of his 
intmate personality. 
He was firm in the belief that his 
ability to direct the affairs of the 
transcript department was not. in the 
least ¡impaired by time. 
His 
work 
had grown lighter each year, however, 
until, 
when his 
duties 
narrowet 
down to story-telling, the change was 
scarcely noticed. 
His place on the 
roll of employes was secure, however, 
for County Clerk William E. Davis 
would as soon havo thought of abolish­ 
ing the marriage license department

The origin of the fire which early 
Monday morning totally destroyed a 
considerable portion of the business 
district of Knightstown, still remains 
a mystery. 
The fire was discovered by employes 
of the postoffice aortas the street, who 
saw a shaft of flame shoot from a w in­ 
dow of the second story of the George 
W. Williams Company dry goods store. 
They turned in an alarm at onee and 
in less than three ininntes the flames 
seemed to hurst from every window 
in the three story building, and the 
whole structure was wrapped in a 
seething mass of 
flames. 
Although 
the fire department responded prompt­ 
ly it wasffso far gone that the force 
turned its attention to saving adjoin­ 
ing buildings. 
|The 
new 
Wagoner 
block, with a hardware store below 
and offices above, adjoining the Mor­ 
ris bnilding, was’saved only with the 
greatest difficulty, though the flames 
were not funder control until three 
hoars after the fire broke out. 
Sever­ 
al kegs of powder^were carried out of 
this building to prevent an explosion. 
The water pressure was low, and 
hut one pump was working at the 
pump¡ug"station when the fire broke 
out. 
The high wind drove the smoke 
and flames into the faces of the fire­ 
man, which hndicapped them badly. 
Danger lurked in fighting the fire, for 
the walls swayed omniously and a 
gasoline plant in the Williams store 
finally exploded. 
There is nothing but theory as to 
how the fire 
originated. 
The Wil­ 
liams store is heated by a furnace, 
bat there hail l>een no fire in it for 
many hours. 
For a time it was thought that rob­ 
bers had blown the safe, looted it and 
fired the bnilding after them, bat yes­ 
terday afternoon the safe was taken 
from the rains and its contents found 
intact. 
Williams had feared the safe 
would be robbed and he had left con­ 
siderable cash in the store out of the 
safe and this was destroyed. 
Thous­ 
ands of dollars worth of dry goods, 
clothing and shoes were burned and 
not a penny’s 'worth was saved from 
the three floors of stock. 
The Morris bnilding was 
almost 
completely wrecked, although abont 
♦1 ,500 worth of tobacco was saved 
from the front of the building. 
Car­ 
loads ot canned goods and groceries 
were destroyed. 
George W. Williams 
company's loss on stock is estimated 
at $60,000, loss on bnilding $10,000; 
insurance on stock $35,000, on building j 
$65 00. 
The net loss falls heavier on Morris, 
as his total loss will reach $40,000, 
and lie had about $7 000 insurance. 
Morris had for some time been reduc­ 
ing his insurance, having remarked 
that he would carry the risk himself. 
He will probably retire from business. 
The two buildings were among the 
oldest business blocks in Knightstown. 
The WilDams store was partially de­ 
stroyed by fire last August, with con­ 
siderable loss, and the store had only 
recently been 
remodeled. 
The head 
of the Williams company is a well 
known Republican and a former Rep­ 
resentative from Henry county in the 
Legislature. ¡He has been in business j 
on the corner which was destroyed, for j 
ovct tweutv -fiv e y ears.

The total amount of money 
resulting amounted to $600 more than 
the quarter last year. 
This is certainly 
a good showing for the quarter- 
The ten routes at Connersville during 
the three months ending with March 31, 
delivered 132.308 pieces of mail, being 
an average of 13.200 to each route, and 
collected 14,481 pieces. The postage for 
the ten routes amonnted to $294.45. 
The eight routes at Shelbyville de­ 
livered 194,949 pieces and collected 17 , 
7 7 2. This is a record almost as good as 
that of the local oftice. 
The rural free delivery has been of 
vast convenience to our farmer friends. 
That, of course, is palpable on its face. 
But aside from this phase of the case i t 
U beneficial in another way that has not 
been fully appreciated. City folk who 
have had occasion to drive on the roads 
traversed by the mail wagons report 
that they never saw them in such good 
condition heretofore. 
During the past 
winter, and in all kinds of weather, they 
have been comfortably passable and free 
from all kinds of snowdrifts or other 
impediments. 
This care of the road illustrates the 
interest the farmers take in the improve­ 
ments of the highways. Of course, the 
law is compulsory in this matter, but 
there is no slovenliness in the work per­ 
formed. 
It has also added a cheerfulness to 
country life. The regular arrival and 
departure of the postman is looked for­ 
ward to anti when the home folk see him 
coming they rush to the box with a 
cheery “ How’s all ¡the folks!” or a 
“ Thankye” if thei’s a letter iu sight. 
Thus the monotony of farm life is varied 
an I a new spirit infused iu the country 
homes.

Fort Built For Pro!« c:ion o f Settler* 
Was Probably Never Needed 
For Tbat Purpose. 


New Harmony, Ind., April 11.—Cap­ 
tain Frank Fitton. president of the 
Wabash Va.ley Improvement associa­ 
tion of New Harmony, has sold the 
old fort of the Rappites to Captain 
John Corbin of this place for $1,200. 
For many years the old building has 
been used as a granary. Captain Cor­ 
bin bought it for the M. E. congrega­ 
tion, and it will be « converted into a 
church. 
The old fort has long been a historic 
object in the New Harmtmy « commu­ 
nity, and one of the most revered 
relics left by the Rappites. 
Its mas­ 
sive walls, with their port-holes, have 
never failed to interest visitors. 
The 
exact age of the fo- is not known, but 
it was put up soon after the Rappites 
founded New Harmony, which was in 
the early twenties. 
The « common be­ 
lief that it was built as a protection 
against the Indians is a mistake. 
There were no Hidians in the neigh­ 
borhood of New Harmony at that time, 
except a prowling redskin from the 
reservation on the upper Wabash. 
The fort was built as a protection 
against backwoodsmen, settlers, trap­ 
pers and hunters, who hated the Rap- 
pites for their thrift and exclusive­ 
ness. 
Moreover, the Revolutionary 
war was yet fresh in the minds of the j 
people, and to the uncouth backwoods­ 
men all Germans were Hesians who 
had come over to fight for King j 
George’s tnxips against the colonies. 
It is not believed that the Rappites 
ever needed the protection of tha fort, 
and that it served them always as a 
granary.
